About May 1 we started out from St. 
Louls, bound for Wichita. We traveled in 
& camper’s wagon, drawn by a big black 
horse. We had a cooking outfit. and I 
cooked. I am o good cook. We followed, 
as closely as we could, the line of the 
Missourl Pacific railroad, and stopped for a 
short while at several of the larger places.

At De Rochas’ command, she retrogressed still 
further; to her babyhood. Then she oried piti- 
fully when he pinched her arm, and she took 
much pleasure in playing with her toes. 

At each stage the moral nature of De Rochas’ 
subjects is exactly that of the age in which they 
live for the moment. So that, thanks to hypno 
tism, a widow of 40 can, without hypocrisy, as- 
sume the naiveite and innocence of a girl of 16.

London Js Transformed by One 
Preacher’s Experiment.

-TONDON, Oct. 8—It has long been ‘a by-word 
that Londoners know little of London. There 
are tens of thousands of residents who would 
doubt the sanity of a man who should turn out 
of Whitechapel road into Brick lane and say that 
he was going to inspect some flower gardens. 

But the wonderful fact of the matter is that 
the gardens actually exist, with many a pictur- 
esque addition in the form of well-kept window 
boxes. 

In Buxton street, Brick lane, stands Al! Saints’ 
Church and a row of typical church buildings— 
gchools, technical workshops, dispensary and other 
necessary adjuncts to successful religious work in 
a poor district. 

This is the source when flowers have overflowed | 
to every corner of the parish, which includes the 
Whitechapel district made known the world over 
by the Ripper crimes of a decade and a half ago.

brotherhood and book learning. The story is a 
simple one.

BERLIN, Oct. 8.—Two social sensations are agi- 
tating the German court, both of them directly 
affecting the imperial family. The Emperor's 
sister has written a pamphlet advocating polyg- 
amy and the Empress’ brother is prosecuting 4 
former companion of his sister in a way that sug- 
gests persecution to prevent her from recovering 
money from her late mistress’ estate. 

The Kaiser is doing all in his power to suppross 
the pamphlet on polygamy, the cuthor of which 
is Princess Charlotte of Prussia, wife of Prince 
Bernard of Saxe-Meiningen. 

She urges polygamy as a rem-dy of social ills. 
She argues that divorce is the consequence of 
boredom, and if husbands were allowed to make 
several women happy a social] millennium would 
enzus. 

Princess Charlotte is 44 and has one daughter, 
married to Prince Henry of Reuss. It is said 
the Kaiser has threatened to appoint an allenist 
commission to inquire into Princess Charlotte's 
state of mind, but it is doubted now whether, 
after the scandal of Princess Louise of Saxe-Co 
burg, he will do so. 

Even in this era of court scandals, there is none 
worse than that involved in the charge of the 
theft of a diamond brooch brought by Duke Ernst 
Guerfaer of Schleswig-Holstein, brother of the 
German Empress, against the Countess Milewski, 
companion and confidante of his late sister, the 
Duchess Amalia. 

Fraulein Milewski was chosen by the Duke 
himself as companion to his sister in 1897. All 
went well until one night in 1900, when he sud- 
denly provoked a violent scene with Milewski 
at the Castile of Prinkenan, making a terrible 
charge against her and the duchess. The latter 
siGed with her companion and both fled, first to 
Kiel, afterward to Ems, then to Malta, Egypt and 
Algters. 

Duke Ernst stopped his sister's allowance, and 
several attempts were made to abduct Milewski at 
Algiers and Malta. Finally, in the spring of 191, 
she was seized by two Arabs and conveyed to a 
lonely house in the suburbs of Cairo, when Von 
Blumenthal, the duke’s confidant, threatened her 
with terrible penalties unless she separated from 
the duchess. Finally he told her he had her boxes, 
with the $4000 they contained, which money wae 
handed to her on her return to Germany. 

She was kept a prisoner for several days, then 
gent to Naples, where she fell ill. In recovering, 
she learned that the duchess had died. She then 
entered a claim for $12,500 against the duchess’ 
estate for money lent. The answer was prosecu- 
tion for forgery, embezzlement and theft. The 
two former charges aro now abandoned. ~

Court Has Opened the Way to 
Catholic Teaching. 


ISSUES . PERMITS 


VATICAN 


Belief Is Now Church Schools Will 
Continue to Exist Despite Pre- 
_mier Combes’ Restrictions.

ROMB, Oct. 8~Information that the 
members of teaching orders in France will 
be allowed to continue their teaching if 
they conform to the law of seculafization 
had caused much gratification here, as it 
was feared that at the opening of tho 
scholastic year all members of religious 
orders would find themselves without sup- 
port or occupation. 

According to a recent decision of the 
French court of cassation, all the in- 
structors in a Catholic school, who are 
members of religious orders, may continue 
to teach In the same school if they are 
secularized. Innumerable applications for 
secularization have been received here, and 
the necessary decrees have been promptly 
followed. This is only a matter of form, 
in order to comply with the recent laws 
against religious associations. : 

It is félt here that Catholic schools in 
France will continue to exist notwithstand- 
ing the reforms introduced by Premier 
Combes, and that the only change will be 
in‘'the habit or dress of the religious or- 
ders—nuns and monks. 

Having failed to obtain France's consent 
to the appointing of administrators tor the 
dioceses of Dijon and Laval, the Pope has 
directed two French bishops, in chargep of 
neighboring dioceses, to attend to the épis- 
eopal affairs of the vacant districts. The 
Vicar-general of each diocese’ wl'l have 
charge of the temporal affairs and of the 
correspondence with Rome. The bishop of 


Saint Cloud, having been authorized to or- 
dain some of the Bijou seminary students 


in his own diocese, held services last Satur- 
y, in which three priests and four dea- 
cons were ordained. 
Pius X has sent 


letter approving the 
action of Abbe Soulange-Bodin, parish 
priest of Plaisance, near Paris, who, in 
view of the thréeutened separation of church 
and state organized an association of 
Catholics called the ‘“‘Parochial Society,” to 
collect from members money needed for 
the parish. 
The clergy of Paris at first feared 
follow this example, but now that 
Pope has signified his approval of it. sim- 
ilar societies probably will be established 
in every parish of France, thus doing away 
with the fear that the church might be 
crippled if the concordat should be re- 
nounced and the government should cease 
to pay the salaries of the prelates.

MILWAUKEDR, Wis., Oct. &—The strug- 
gle for life between the Republican faction 
headed by Robert La Follette and that led 
by Senators Sponer amd Quarles, instead 
of being settled by the supreme court's de- 
Cision of Wednesday, declaring the La Fol- 
lette ticket “regular,” has been only more 
embittered. ; 

The Iters, known as the “stalwarts,” 
have signified their purpose to continue th 
fight to the finish by naming former Gov. 
Edward Scofield of Oconto to succeed 8. A. 
Cook as their candidate for governor. 

The national Republican committee has 
not yet announced whether it will con- 
tue to recognize the ‘“‘stalwarts,”’ through 
whom it has been conducting the W!scon- 
sin campaign. The question will be very 
embarrassing in view of the committee’s 
former decision that the Cook ticket was 
“regular,’’ in holdifg which it overruled 
the state committee and state convention. 
The stigma of “bolting” will legally at- 
tach to all Republicans who vote against 
La Follette and this will throw some ‘“‘stal- 
warts’’ fnto his camp, but it can be said 
truthfully that the general aspect of the 
situation has not been changed by the 
court’s decree, 

Whether the bulk of the “stalwarts” will 
vote for Scofield, whom they openly sup- 
port, or George W. Peck, the Democratic 
nominee, whom they secretiy prefer to La 
Follette, is not known, but it is certain 
that La Follette will get only a small per- 
centage of their votes. 

The La Follette men are giving no quar- 
ter and are asking none. The election of 
their candidate is, to them, the great® neces- 
sity of the hour, and all other interests 
must yield to the accomplishment of this 
purpose. Even the presidency is a seéc- 
ondary matter, and, though the two fac- 
tions have named the same electors, it is 
one of the probabilities of the situation 
that the La Follette men may reach an 
agreement with the Democrats to sacrifice 
Roosevelt for Democratic support of their 
state ticket. 


Bitterness Between 


Factions Remarkable. 
The bitterness between the two factions 
has probably not been excelled in the his- 
tory of American politics, and this is be- 
lieved to be the first time that two gen- 
ators in the same state have found them- 
selves outside the regular party organiza- 
tion. 
At the Wisconsin state convention, held 
May 18 last. 1060 delegates were given 
seats. Of these 108 were cuntested. Of 
the uncontested delegates 6151-3 were for 
la Follette. The state central committee, 
being of La Folleaae sympathy, seated but 
42 contested “stalwart” delegates, giving La 
Yolletle a maiority. The “stalwarts’’ 
charged unfairness, bolted, nominated a 
separate ticket and went Into the supreme 
court to compel the secretary of state to 
put the “stalwart” ticket fn the regular 
Republican column on the official ballot. 
The “stalwarts” appealed to the national 
committees durimg the Chicago convention 
and that body declared La Follette “irreg- 
ular.” The “stalwarts’’ demanded that 
th<> Be designated as the Republican ticket 
on the ballot, while the La Follette men 
claimed the same right. The issue was 
carried to the courts and La Follette won. 
An fllustration of the bitterness engen- 
dered is given in the following statement 
from Senator Spooner:

SAY THIS IS MEN’S CAMPAIGN 


However, the Balance of Power in 
Four States Is Held by the 
Gentler Sex.

DENVER, Oct, 8.—Instead of figuring 45 
a strong factor in tne Presidential election 
the woman vote may be completely side 
tracked owing to the contemptuous treat- 
ment of the women by both leading par- 
ties. They have been told to go home and 
mind the babies, as this was a man’s cam- 


Demecvatd of Donver, the controlling cen- 
ter of the state election, went out of their 
way to repudiate the women who were 
eager to have a voice tn the election. Cal 
didates suggested by the women for the 
legislative ticket were in every case re- 
jected, and in one test, it is charged, the 
vote of the Denver city convention was 
falsified to defeat the woman candidate. 


The women of the Demooratic party then 
held a geries of indignation meetin at 
which they pledged themselves to do all 
in their power to cause the defeat of every 
Candidate on the party legislative ticket. 

It is safe to say that the woman vote, 
which at the last presidential election ap- 
proximated 42 per cent of the total vote 
cast, will scarcely reach one-half that fig- 
ure this year. The women have grown tired 
of the novelty and there is a marked in- 
difference to affairs of state. And the men 
are rather pleased with this and are doing 
all they can to encourage the women in 
keeping aloof from politics. 

Women suffrage In Utah will probably be 
a factor in favor of the Roosevelt ticket. 
ln Idaho the reverse is true. The reason 
is the same—Smoot, Mormonism. In Utah 
a majority of the women are Mormons; in 
Idaho, Gentiles. 

Mormon leaders are representing to wom- 
en voters of that faith that the fate of 
Senator Reod Smoot and the fate of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt are bound together, assért- 
ing that if Roosevelt is elected Smoot will 
be permitted to retain his seat. 

Women of the two states will doubtless 
a larger vote, proportionately, this 
year than ever before. Marmon women ars 
being urge’ to support the Republican na- 
tional ticket. Gentile women wil prob- 
ably vote according to their previous po- 
litical belief. As-in Utah a large ma- 
jority of the Gentiles are Republicans, the 
prospect is that Roosevelt will receive most 
of the votes cast by the Gentile women of 
th]s state. 

n Idaho the Democrats have adopted an 
anti-polygamy plank. This will doubtless 
draw to the support of Demoocratic ticket 
large numbers of Gentile women, while it 
has anthgonized Mormon women, who 
would have been driven by the Mormon 
priesthood to support Roosevelt in any

The Gentile element predominates over- 
whelmingly in Idaho. 

Women voters of Wyoming will play an 
important part in the national and state 
election next month. Realizing this candi- 
dates on each ticket are doing everything 
possible to win théir votes. 
There appears to be a marked trend 
amon the women of Wyoming toward 
President Roosevelt. Tle has campaigned 
and himt the state and is probably 
better known to thts women than any pre- 
vious presidential candidate. It !s certain 
that all of the Republican women and 
many of the Democratic women will favor 
him, giving him the largest woman vote 
ever cast for a presidential candidate fn the 
state.

For years—probably since it was first 
dug—it has been used merely as a watering 
Place for cattle.

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PARDON OF MURDER CONVICT 
HAS RAISED A STORM IN KENTUCKY 
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Acting Governor Thorne’s Release of 
Clem Buchter Has Alienated His 
Party From Him Because of Its Bad 
Politics. 


GOV. BECKHAM WILL NOT 
GIVE HIM ANOTHER CHANCE 


Prison Physician Says He Told Thorne 
That the Prisoner Had None of the 
Ailments Set Forth in the Peti- 
tion. 7

FRANKFORT, Ky., Oot. 8.—The quality 
of mercy in LAsutenant-Governor Wm. R. 
Thorne’s heart is very good, merely as 
mercy, but the exercise of it in the pardon 
of Clements Buchter has aroused a storm 
among his constituents that has convinced 
him it, at least, may be bad politics. 

So formidable is the indignation of the 
people, particularly of Democrats who 
elected him, that the Democratic state 
committee has evén gone so far as cancel 
speaking dates that had been assigned him, 
For a few days, Thorne tried to take the 
criticisms gamely by consoling himself with 
the reflection that, while he had probably 
erred, it had heen in the direction of mercy 
and that no man had ever Seen long blamed 
for that. But the criticisms grew more 
virulent every day and finally Thorne de- 
parted for his Henry County home, great- 
ly distressed by the condemnation heaped 
upon him. 

The pardon was issued while Gov. Beck- 
ham was in St. Louls, attending the Ken- 
tucky day celebration at the Fair. The gov- 
ernor is among those who disapprove of 
the pardon and, as a result, he has an- 
nounced that he will not leave tne state 
again and give Thorne another chance to 
be merciful to convicts. 
Suggestions have been made that the par- 
don be recalled and that Buchter be re- 
incarcerated. 
Buchter was convicted of the murder of 
his own daughter, @ girl of about 16 years. 
On a trial of the case the jury stood 1 
to 1 for, the death sentence and the ver- 
dict for life imprisonment was a compro- 
mise. 
In the executive papers, the acting gov- 
ernor assigned as reasons for the clem- 
ency that the act was *that of an {neane 
man, or an accident; that the prisoner 
was suffering from locomotor ataxia, was 
nearly blind, was a physical wreck, and 
that his three and a half years had been 
confinement and suffering enough for the 
crime. 
The statement in the executive papers 
that the pardon was recommended by the 
prison Fon Angee is demied by Prison Phry- 
siclan Tobin, who says Acting Gov. Thorne 
approached him about the matter and that 
he informed him that the prisoner was not 
suffering from locomotor ataxia, and was 
not blind and 4n bad physical condition.

CONVICT FARMS PROFITABLE. 


Texas Likely to Get $120,000 From 
Her Two Estates. 


Special to the FPest-Dispatch. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Oct. 8.—Superintendent 
Learey Baker has fust concluded a careful 
inspection and investigation of the sugar- 
oane crop on the Wiiliam Clemens and the 
Harlem convict farms. Mr. Baker esti- 
mates that with ordinary conditions from 
now until Jan. 1 the sugar crop on the 
Willlam Clemens farm will yield a revenuo 
amounting to $120,000, and with unusually 
favorable conditions the revenue will reach 
$130,000. If the conditions from now on 
should be unfavorable, fe thinks the reve- 
nue from the crop of that farm will agegre- 
gate $100,000. 

On the Harlem farm the crop prospect is 
not so good, but it is estimated that/the 
revenue from sugarcane there will amount 
to $60,000, exclusive of that derived from 

ind'ng .for other planters. The Harlem 
arm is expected to bring in a revenue of 
about $40, above the amunt necessary for 
its maintenance. 

The employment of about 460 convicts wiil 
be neceSsary to harvest the cane crop on 
the William Clemens farm. It is the pres- 
ent intention to plant about 700 more acres 
in gugarcane next seaSon. The corn crop 
on both the William Clemens and Harlem 
farms was short this year.

He was adjudged insane, his care 
taxed up against the estate at large, and 
was confined in the hospital at Clarinda. 
Since then he has been a ward of the state 
of lowa. 

Fur a long time it was believed he was 
penniless. After a time it became known 
that he was James Coflligan of Chandler, 
Clay County, 8. D., a farmer in comfortable 
circumstances, owning a quarter section 
without a lien upon it. 

The mater was referred to Attorney-Gen- 
eral Mullan, who began in the District 
Court of Woodbury County an action to 
get possession of the farm by the state for 
the $4000 which was claimed to be due the 
state for the care of Collifan.

SHED SLATK

Woman Bends Over Victim as He Lay 
Groaning in the Street, and Was 
Arrested as She Looked Scornfully 


Upon Him. 


REFUSED TO TELL WHY 
SHE SOUGHT REVENGE. 


Wounded Man Tried to Shield Slayer 
and Died Without Giving Her 
Name—Both Were Employed at a 
Show Near Delmar Garden. 


Edward Leonard, a barkesper, who has 
been working in the Chinese cafe at 
“Dreamland,” an attraction near Delmar 
Garden, was shot twice through the body 
while standing on Walnut street, between 
Twenty-second and Twenty-third streets, 
at 8:30 o'clock last night. He died two 
hours later at the City Hospital. 

As Leonard lay in the street, after 
being shot, a woman dressed in -: 
black aweater and obilack skirt edged 
her way through the crowd, bent over him, 
looked upon his suffering with scorn and 
hate in her dark eyes, and smiled as he 
groaned. 

Patrolman Harry Dougherty, who hed 
reached the scene soon after the shooting 
and was standing beside Leonard await- 
ing the arrival of an ambulance, observed 
the woman's attitude and expression, and 
touched her arm. She started, raised her 
head and looked at him defiantly. 

He arrosted her and took her to the Man- 
chester avenue police station. On the way 
she admitited that she shot Leonard. She 
said she bought the revolver for the pur- 
pose, and threw it away after the shooting. 


Woman Refuses 


to Tell Her Name. 


Dougherty asked her name; she refused 
to tell it. He asked where she Nved; she 
refused to answer. He asked her why she 
shot Leonard; she brought her heavy black 
eyebrows 80 close together in an angry 
scowl that they almost joined, and re- 


fused to reply to the question. 


She was taken inside the station, and 
all the questions were repeated. She would 
anewer none of them. She was ordered 
locked up. Then the desk sergeant hesi- 
tated. 

“She may have some polson or another 
gun about her,”’ he said. ‘‘Take her down 
to the Four Courte and have the matron 
search her. I don’t know but that she 
might kill herself.’ 

Meanwhile Leonard had been lifted from 
the street and carried to the office of Dr. 
Gibson, at 219 South Jefferson avenue. Dr. 
Gibson made a hurried examination, and 
saw that the two bullet wounds in the 
abdomen were very dangerous. When the 
ambulance came the wounded man was 
lifted into it, and, in a run which re- 
quired only three minutes, was taken to 
the City Hospital. He was hurried up- 
stairs to the operating room, and placed 
on the table. 

Patrolmen and physicians asked him who 
shot him. 

“I was shot accidental-like,’’ he replied, 
gasping. ‘‘I was shot somewhere; I don't 
know where."’ 

He was suffering intense pain, but {t was 
clear to those who questioned him that he 
wished to shield his assailant. 

Soon after the two shots had been fired, 
and while patrolmen and citizens were 
hurrying to the scene, Al Ehrengart, son 
of Charles Ehrengart, a Third street oom- 
mission merchant, living at 2804 Clark ave- 
nue, came into Walnut etreet from Twen- 
ty-third street. He saw a woman stand- 
ing in the light of a street lamp. When he 
looked again, she had disappeared. Soon 
he saw her a second time. She was push- 
ing her way through the crowd to the 
spot where Leonard lay. Ehrengart says 
the woman whom Doughérty arrested was 
the one who was near Leonard when he 
firet reached the scene. 

Later William Russell, who lives at 2616 
Walnut street, where Leonard iived, 
reached the scene. He told the police that 
the woman under arrest came to Leonard's 
house at 8 o'clock and asked for him. 
She said he was going to take her to the 
theater. Leonard was not at home, and 
the woman went away. 

Rusgell said Leonard and the woman had 
met at the Dreamland show last July. She 
was employed there, as was Leonard. Her 
mother lived in the neighborhood. The 
woman’s name, he said, was Myrtle; he 
did not know her other name. 


Russell Aid not know that Leonard and 
the woman had quarreled: he thought they 
were good friendj He knew (Iittle of 
Leonard, he said, except that he formerly 
lived with a sister at 2112 Cass avenue. 

With all the facts that they had been 
able to gather, the police began again to 
question the woman when she was taken 
back to the Manchester avenue station 
from the Four Courts. She refused to tell 
them anything. At the Four Courts she 
had given the name, “Jessie Bell.”’” Now 
he said that was not her name. She was 
locked wp. 

Leonard 414 not rally from his wounds 
He sank steadily, but doggedly refused to 
give any information as to how he had 
been shot or by whom. When it was 
found that his death was inevitable, he 
was told that he would not live more than 
a few minutes. Then he said, disconnect- 
edly and between gasps:

Dr. M, Whitney Swayne on Way Back 
to New York Disgusted at 
Treatment He Received. 


BRINGS TINY CHARGES ALONG 


Placing of White Children in Mexican 
Families Caused Resentment on 
Part of Texans. 


Minus 3% of the 67 children with which 
he passed through St. Louis ten days ago, 
en route to the Southwest, Dr. M. Whit- 
ney Swayne, superintendent of the New 
York Foundling Asylum, again passed 
through St. Louis last night, this time 
bound for New York, as fast as trains 
could take man and babes. 

The experience of Mr. Swayne and the 
sisters and nurses who accompanied the 
children was not one calculated to increase 
their admiration of the southwestern sec- 
tion of the United Btates. 

Telegraphic dispatches state that at 
Morenci, Tex., a crowd, dissatisfied with 
the manner in which Dr. Swayne had dis- 
posed of the children, had assailed the 
superintendent and hurried his exit from 
the town. 

The invitation to decamp was empha- 
sized, it is said, with a varied assortment 
of six-shooters and shotguns. 

The citizens had taken offence, the dis- 
patches said, over the fact that several 
fair-skinned, curly-headed youngsters had 
been left in the homes of Mexicans, totally 
unfit financially and otherwise to rear the 
little orphans who had been intrusted to 
their care. 

Down on the Rio Grande, the dispatches 
continued, the color line is drawn sharply 
at times, and a self-appointed committee 
of about 500 members waited on Mr. 
Swayne and revoked the order assigning 
the children to Mexican families. It was 
understood that in the confusion that fol- 
lowed several plump, rosy-cheeked children 
found homes in the families represented on 
the executive committee, but which had 
not been placed on the roster of Dr. 
Swayne. 

Dr. Swayne denied last night In Union 
Station, while awaiting a train for Chi- 
cago, that any of the children were miss- 


ing, but admitted his stay in Morenci had

Scions of the House of Orleans Arrive 
on the French Liner at New 
York to See Fair. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 8—Two real princes 
arrived today on the French liner La Tou- 
raine from Havre. They are Prince Louis 
d’Orleans et Bragance and his brother, 
Prince Antoine. The list of passengers was 
intended to conceal that they were more 
than ordinary citizens of France, for there 
they appeared as Messrs. L. and A. de 
Morey. 

When they sailed for America it was thelr 
intention to see this country from the 
standpoint of the commoner, but on the 
voyage there was no such thing as con- 
cealing a real case of royalty, and the 
ship had hardly left port before it hecame 
noised abroad that the modest-appearing 
brothers were of royal blood. From that 
moment no effort was made to conceal the 
identity of the two princes. 

‘the visitors are the sons of Prince Loults 
Philippe Gaston, Count @Eu, who was a 
brother of the last king of France. They 
are cousins of the Duke of Orleans, who 
figures as the pretender to the French 
throne. 

Prince Louls was born in 1878 and is a 
lieutenant in the Fifth regiment of Hussars 
of the Austrian army. His brother is of 
the same military rank. holding a commis- 
sion in the Sixth regiment of Hussars. 
They had six trunks and a smal! truck load 
of other baggage, over which there was no 
difficulty. They drove from the plier di- 
rectely to the Waldorf-Astoria. 

“It is our present intention to remain in 
America about six weeks,’ said Prince 
Louis, with unmistakable French accent. 

“We have a large number of letters of Iin- 
troduction to prominent persons and shall 
take advantage of these. We expect to go 
to Lenox for a short visit and later will 
pay a visit to St. Louls, Chicago and other 
western cities.”

The other, ac- 
cording to the letter now in the;hands o! | 
tie New York police, was valued at abou: 
$1000. 
The puzzle which is worrying the police | 
gust now is: 
“Are Lawders and Frazier members of 4/ 
well-organized gang of hotel thieves, whose | 
clearing house is in New York, or are they | 
merely former friends and casual confed- | 
erates in a solitary instance? 

Lawders insists that he is not a mem- 
ber of an organized band. He is said to 
have admited he stole the first lot of jew- 
elry when he was drunk, and sent it to 
Frazier to be sold or pawned because he 
was afraid to try to get rid of it in St. 
Louis. 

Lawders dénies all knolwedge of the $1900 
Shipment referred to in the leter now held 
by the New York police. This letter its 
signed “Victor Lobard,’’ and is addressed 
to Frazier. A leter found in Lawders’ 
possession was addressed to “Victor Lo- 
bard’ and is signed Frazier. Lawders de- 
mies that he is “Lobard.”’ 

After Lawders had been arrested yester- 
Gay afternoon, detectives went to his 
rooming house at 1414 Burd avenue, and 
searched his room for stolen goods. They 
found two women’s shirtwaists, two pairs 
of women’s stockings, two stick pins, a cut 
giass perfume bottle and a pair of opera 
-giasses, which they took to the Fir 
Courts. Lawders is said to have admitted 
~thhaving stolen them from guests’ rooms in 

/*the hotel Thursday. 

Diligent questioning failed to lead Law- 
Gers to adinit anything more, however. The 
Police say he admitted that he stole two 
‘Giamond studs, two cheap stick pins, a 
gold watch and a ring set with a smal! 
diamond from the room of a guest several!

Final Act of International Congress 
Aimed at His Power in 
Congo States.

EXONERATED 


Political Opponent of King Suggests 
American Indians Were Deprived 
of Land by Force. 


BOSTON, Oct. 8.—There were two aspects 
memorable in their nature, according to 
the delegates themselves, which have made 
a pronounced impression during the dae- 
liberations of the International Peace Con- 
gress, Wh‘ch was brought to a Glose today 
in this city, after many meetings extending 
throughout the week. 

One of these was that the congress, to- 
gether with its numerous public gatherings 
which were held under its auspices, consti- 
tuted one of the most remarkable educa- 
tional influences ever observed in Amer- 
ica. 

The second aspect or conviction was that 
this year’s congress should prove of vast 
efficacy towards the attainment of unt- 
versal peace, if an aroused pubHo senti- 
ment and a thorough exposition of the ab- 
surdity and horror of warfare wag to be 
of any avail whatsoever. 

The congress was adjourned today to 
continue its work in 1905 at Lucerne, Switz- 
erland. Besides adopting resolutions de- 
nouncing war and calling for the creation 
of nage wages Obligatory arbitration 
treaties, the congress passed 

conditions. ‘ —— 
One of its last acts was to recommend 
an inquiry by the pews into the Congo 
Free States, which {s at present under the 
personal rule of King Leopold of Belgium. 
The present Russo-Japanese war was treat- 
ed by a resolution calling upon the Em- 
perors of the two countries to end the 
confilct at once, or that falling, for the 
powers to exercise the authority granted 
by article 27 of The Hague pact and inter- 
vene so that the war might be terminated. 
In this connection the congress suggested 
to the powers the adoption of a positive 
peace-insuring treaty, under which war 
would be possible but for a brief period. 


Questions on 


Congo Free State. 

The debate on resolutions looking toward 
a betterinent of conditions in King Leo 
pold’a personal colony, the Congo Free 
States, proved one of the most interesting 
of the day. The resolution included three 
questbons, which follow: 

1, Is the government of the Congo Free 
State still to be regarded as the trustee 
of the powers which recognize the flag 
of the imiiernational association? 

2.18 the Belgian vernment to be re- 
garded as responsibie for the actions of 
the government of the OCcungo Free State? 

3. in either of these events, what is the 
position of the Congo Free State in inter- 
national law, and in what manner may the 
grave questions concerning its alleged ac 
tions be satisfactorily and competently de- 
termined? 

Dr. G@. B. Clark of England declared that 
the second question in the resolutions 
should be stricken from the report, since 
it was well understood that the nation of 
Belgium was in no way to blame for Congo 
conditions. It was well known, too, he

held that the proper solution of the prob-

6% ERVEILLEUSE!” exclaimed Signor 

M Angelo Pavia, president of the 

Royal Italian World’s Fair com- 

mission. “Plus merveilleuse!” he added, as if 

he feared that his words would not be given the 
desired strength. 

His brown Italian eyes glowed with a feeling 
for which ‘his wavy hair showed Sympathy by 
breaking all strictures of brush and comb and 
coming out in natural kinks. Through his olive 
skin shone the red blood of Italy. 

His voice, that of an orator and a poet com- 
bined, had a strength and softness that made me 
sit up straight and think well upon the compli- 
ment he was paying my countrywomen. Of them 
it was that he spoke. .Of the women of the 
United States he expressed his sentiment with 
“Marvelops! The most marvelous of all this 
marvelous country.” 

He called them American women as is the 
custom, but he referred specifically to United 
States women. 

Many times have I heard praise of United

& ates women this World’s Fair season. At times 
it has wearied me. At other times because I 
judged the speakers either insincere or unknowing. 
Again it has amused me, beceuse it seemed tho 
Tepetition of the world-old story that women

Once before the words of a foreigner sounded 
Peal to me. That was when Prince Pu Jun said 
his beautiful words about the beauty of Ameri- 
Can women. 

But Prince Pu Lun knew United States women 
only through interpreters. Student of human na- 
ture though he was, he could not speak as this 
Italian can “of United States women I have 
known.” 

Signor Pavia is a lawyer and a statesman in 
his own country. Not all the law books of Italy 
can keep poetry out of a man’s soul, as it often 
seeins to do in America. 

lawyers know much about women. So do 
poets. But when a man is both, his knowledge is 
appalling, if not terrifying. Lawyers know our 
weaknesses. They can analyze it as to caliber, 
as to knowledge and as to intention. At least 
moet of them are cock sure they can, and ¢ock 
‘ptifeness and reality often amount to the same 
thing, if the cock sure man is careful enough 
about the sureness. Poets know our better selves.

The room was crowded with thoughts of Italy 
and her people. From the walls looked down the 
King and Queen of Italy. Signor Pavia sat be- 
fore his desk in a carved wooden chair, the back 
of which was so tall that it looked over his 
head as church steeples have a fashion of ob- 
serving the world. Near the desk was a great 
chair of cardinal-colored velvet with a coat of 
arms embroidered upon it in the colors of Italy. 

Not for the World’s Fair was this fine chair 
made. That’s not the way of Italy. 
ures it sends to us are those that know time. 
This chair was once the property of a cardinal 
of ‘Venice. Just to look upon it is enough to

“L sailed upon your lagoons; I looked upon 
your beautiful architecture; I smelled the frag- 
rance of the flowers. But all of this was as noth- 
ing to the interest I found in the study of 
Americans. And over and above all the most in- 
teresting of all America is the American woman. 

“Not like the women we know across the sea 
are the women of your country. Your women 
are beautiful. So are ours. But there is that 
other charm which your women have that we 
You éan make things yourselves and you kfow 
do not look for in the women of Europe. , 

Tightly I held 
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What was this wonderful thing about the women 
of my country that I was about to hear from 


this man of Italy? . 
Signor Pavia is not given to waiting for the 

development of interest. He says that which he 

thinks and the interest comes of its own accord. 


My wondering was not of long time. 

“There is that about your women,” he was 
saying, “tliat causes me to place them higher 
than ali else in America. 

“Your women think! Also they know. We 
have grown to think of women as a pleasure. 
Their beauty pleases us and that is all. When 
beauty goes all is done. If it is not there at 
all a woman is without that which gives her at- 
tention. 

“Your American women have not only beauty, 
they have intelligence. One forgets a face when 
the color of a pair of eyes or even their lashes, 
when their owner follows your words with under- 
standing and appreciation. 

“Women in America peed not be of the so- 
called society class to be known in the werld. 
Your women who earn their living I find espe- 
cially interesting. With them one ean converse, 
sure that one .is understood. They have com- 
mand of more languages than:one. They know 
and love art. They have a certain sympathy for 
human kind that makes them creatures one 
would value for life-time friends.” 

“My cheeks became imbue! with a desire to 
outflame the cardinal’s chair. No words were 
there near ny tongue. It was well Signor Pavia 
talked on, or his opinion of one American woman 
might have gone glimmering. 

Remember, if you please, that this conversation 
was not in (prosaic &ide-all-youemenn Anglo- 
Saxon. It was in the language of France. Much 
I wished that I had known Italian, that I might 
really come as close as possible to Signor Pavia’s 
sentiments. 

But the French- word “merveilleuse” in an Jt&l- 
ian voice is sufficient. No American woman could 
want more. Then, perhaps because Signor Pavia 
has heard of Missouri’s motto, he explained to me 
the way in which he means to show honor to 
American women. 

“Because the best in America is its women, 
women will be my guests of honor Monday. We 
shall celebrate Italian Day Wednesday, but be- 
fore the Italian building is hostess to the world, 
the American women must have first honors. 

“It may not be the custom,” said he, question- 
ingly. 

I didn’t know whether it were well to assure 
him that anything he chose to do would set aside 
custom in St. Louis. 

Half surmising my reply, he continued: “If 
it is the custom, well and good; if it isn’t I shall 
make it so for one day, that my compliment to 
American women will be that much greater.” 

When a man from a country wherein there is 
a royal court throws custom to the winds I[ sup- 
pose we of Missouri will have to admit that 
the lid has been lifted for us. 

Full of interest, Signor Pavia talked of the 
decorations that would be given the Italian pa- 
vilion for that wonderful Monday, which will 
be tomorrow, and of the flags that would be 
hung in honor and the flowers placed about and 
the music and his own poem that would be read 
in French and Italian. 

I have read that poem (rather, Signor Pavia 
translated it for me from Italian into French), 
and the women who hear it Monday will not only 
hear the first poem that a foreigner of high po- 
sition has written of us and our fair ones at the 
Fair, but they will be given pleasure by dainty 
poesy that wiil make them want to be ever su 
much better for having been the inspiration. 

It talks of the Fair as it is at night, when fhe 
gondolas float on the lagoons, the stars shine and 
the myriad lights give soft brightness to the 
world of white. 

One ugly question was there in my mind. Mean- 
ly I felt as I put it. 

“And what of divorce?” I asked Signor Pavia, 
when for an instant there came a quiet time. 
There reason for my question. Signor 
Pavia upon that subject in the Uni- 
yersal Congress of Lawyers and Jurists. In his 
land there are no divorces. One Italian given 
to talking lightly of serious subjects, had said to 
me: “No divorees in Italy.

He smiled as I told him the North Dakota 
story and he declared it his intention to make a

All Business 
Ordered Stopped. 


Mayor Combs and Police Commissioners 
Cc. J. Bronston, Ernest L. March, W. H. 
May and Dr. J. E. Neely expressed the be- 
lief that it would be unjust to discriminate 
against certain classes of business, and is- 
sued orders to the police and detective de- 
partments to close every kind of business 
in the city at midnight Saturday. Before 
issuing the order the commission consult- 
ed City Solicitor Clay, and it was his opin- 
jon that the law affected all places of 
business in the city, any trade or calling, 
save and except such as are for charitable 
purposes or an actual necessity. 


When the clock struck 12 the doors of all 
the saloons were closed tight. The wiener- 
wurst stands, the 
stands ceased to ply their calling, and 
squads of police patroled the thoroughfares 
on the lookout for those who had not 
judged the time aright. Many of the res- 
taurants, which had never before closed 
their doors, not understanding the law or 
not knowing that they came within the 
meaning of a business of necessity, closed 
their doors end denied admission to all 
comers, and it was almost impossible for 
a hungry man to secure a meal. 


It Was Impossible to buy a pint of milk, 
a pound of ice or a glass of soda water. 
Even drug stores, save and except the pre- 
scription departments, were not permitted 
to transact business, while barber shops, 
cigar stores, fruit stands and bootblack 
parlors came under the ban, and for once 
the people were made to understand what 
a ‘‘tight’’ Bunday really meant. 

When the order was issued to the mi!k- 
men many of them made arrangements 
with their customers by telephone to meet 
them this morning on Ashland avenue just 
outside the city limite, where the demand 
for milk was supplied.

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Alterations Make Directions Clearer 
and Are Likely to Be Adopted by 
United States Clubs. 


BY ERNEST D. AINSWORTH. 
(C THE meeting of the Royal and 
A Ancient Golf Club at St. Andrews, 
Scotland, last week, some important 
alterations were made, consisting of the 
reconstruction of Rules No. 14 and 1b. 

In reference to these alterations, I hear 
that there has been a considerable amount 
of adverse comment in the old country; 
why so, I cannot think, as the new reading 
is, to my mind, in every way an improve- 
ment, and is sure to be adopted next Feb- 
ruary at the meeting of the United States 
Golf Association. The old reading was 
never very clear, and was particularly hard 
for novices to grasp. 

I remember seeing a novice quite recently 
who had driven his ball into some casual 
water in a hazard, stop and pull out his 
Rules of Golf, and after considerable study 


‘it at various angles around him, each time 
unsatisfactory either to the rules or him- 
self, and at length, disgusted, return to 
the teeing green and Start again. 

Col. Geroge 8. McGrew, the president of 
the Glen Echo Country Club, when shown 
the amendments, briefly emphasized them 
as a “great improvement.” 


Questioned as to whether the U. 
would adopt the same rules, Col. 
remarked: 

“The Americans are bound to follow any- 
thing laid out by the Ancient Club of St. 
Andrews.” 

Mr. Robert Foulls, the genial Scotch pro- 
fessional of the Glen Echo Club, himself 
an old St. Andrews player in the tront 
rank, seen on the subject, said: ‘“‘Regard- 
ing rules, there are some that can be al- 
tered now and again to sult circumstances. 
Rule 14, for instance, is certainly a great 
improvement over the old rule; before there 
were places when a man was caught in a 
hazard and these were no suitable place 
for him to drop the ball behind and play 
off from. Now this is altered. I think it 
will be universally adopted. There are 
places even on our course here where it 
will turn out an advantage. 

“Part 2 of No. 14 is also an !mprove- 
ment; it makes clearer what a man has to 
do under the circumstances. 

‘Rule 15 is only slightly altered, in that 
it makes it clearer to the player.”’

Rule 14.—First, that if a ball lle or be 
lost In the water or in casual water in a 
hazard, the ball may be dropped in or 
as far behind the hazard as the player 
may please under penalty of one atroke, 
But if it be impossible, fram a want of 
space in which to play, or from any other 
catse, to drop the ball behind the hazard, 
the player may drop the ball at the «ide 
of the hazard as near as possible to where 
the ball lay, but not nearer to the hole, 
under penalty of one stroke. 

““‘Second—If the bail Lie or be lost fz 
casual water, though the green interfere 
with player's chance, the player may; 
drop the ball without penalty and within 
twce club lengths from the margin di- 
rectly behind the play where the bal! lay 
or from the margin nearest the place 
where the ball lay, but not nearer to the 
hele. If the ball, when dropped, rolls in*o 
the water or rest, so that the water i> 
terfere with the player's stance, it may 
be redropped without penalty, as near to 
the margin as the nature of the ground 
permits; but mot nearer to the hole. 

“*Third—In dropping the ball behind the 
spot from which the ball was lifted the 
player shall keep that spot, or, in case 
of water, the spot at which the ball en- 
tered, in a line between bimself and the 
hole. 

“‘Wherever {t is {mpossible to drop the 
bail, as prescribed in pections ore and 
two. it shall be dropped as near as pos 
ible to the place where it lay, but not 
nearer to the hole. The penalty for a 
breach of this rule shall be logs of a hole. 

‘Rule 15—The ball shall be dropped in 
the following manner; the player hinwelf 
shall drop it. He shall face the hole, 
stand erect and drop the ball behimi him 
from the head. If the ball, when dropped, 
touches the player he slall incur no pen- 
alty, and if it roll into a hazard, it may 
be redropped without penalty. The penal 
ty for a breich of this rule should be the 
loss ofa bole.’’

PASTEUR INSTITUTE

The First Establishment for the Cure 
of the Rabies Conducted by 
a State. 


Gpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Oct. 8.—Texas is the first 
state in the Union to establish an institute 
for the treatment of rabies by the Pasteur 
method. There are five other institutions 
of this character in America, but they are 
all private enterprises. They are situated 
at New York, St. Louls, Chicago, Balti- 
more and Atlanta. 

It is stated that a large percentage of the 
patients for these private hospitals come 
from Texas, and this fact, together with the 
apparent increase year by year of the num- 


ber of persons afflicted with hydrophobia 
in this state, led the legislature at its 
ry session to make an appropriation for 
thé erection of a hydrophobia  hospita! 
buliding. The institution is an adjunct of 
the State Insane Asylum at Austin. 

Dr. B. M. Worsham, superintendent of 
the new institution, received twenty ap- 
HYeations for treatment from persons who 
12d been bitten by rabid dogs within three 
or four weeks. He was unable, because the 
institute was not completed, to take charge 
of anv of these cases, and most of the 
atients went to Pasteur institutes of the 
Yorth and East for treatment. One of 
these. applicants who did not have the 
money to meet the expenses:of the long 
trip and the treatment, died of hydro- 
phobia. 

Free treatment will be given at tha 
miate institution to those unable to pay for 
ft, and in no case will the charges exceed 
8 a week, which will go to pay the board 
of the patient at the hospital.

TEXAS OIL KILLS 
THE CATTLE TICK 


Feeders, Treated to Process, Shipped 
to St. Lonis and Readily 
Marketed. 


Sxeelal to the Post-Dispatch. 

FORT WORTH, Tex., Oct. 8.—The, first 
cattle from below the quarantine dipped 
in Texas oil and shipped north as natives 
went to St. Louls a few days ago, and 
were marketed and sold as feeders. These 
cattle were dipped in the new vats in this 
city, and went through in fine shape. 

Dr. J. L. Clancy, in charge of the local 
division of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
at St. Louis {s very much elated over the 
result of this dipping in oll. He says | 
the Department of Agriculture has been 


carrying on experiments for seven or eight 
years with various kinds of dips for the 
eradication of the fever tick. but none has 
proved so successful as crude petroleum. 

lt seems to answer every purpose de- 
sired: it kills the ticks effectively, and yet 
has not the deleterious effects which re- 
sulted from some of the first dips that, 
were used. It has about #0 times iess 
blistering strength than the ofl and sul- 
phur used in the first experiment six years 
ago. It contains only enough sulphur to 
take a little of the skin off the cattle, or 
about the equivalent of the effect of sun- 
burn on humans, yet it thoroughly eradi- 
cates the tick, though leaving no harmful 
resuits and not weakening the cattle. 

The results already attained have been 
highly encouraging, and it !s expected 
— a new market will thus be opened 
for the cattle located below the line, 
— ich have heretofore been out of the 
feeder market on account of the fever tick 
proposition. Feeders are very much 
pleased with the situation, as they think it 
will give them cheaper cattle. 

Stuff from below the line has averaged 
about $5 per head less in value in the past 
than the same quality of stuff from above 
the line. The cost of dipping is approxi- 
mately but 60c per head, and it looks aa if 
there was a good margin of profit in the 
below-the-line cattle if the price is not 
advanced by the breeders of that section.

Baltic Fleet and the 
Northeast Passages 


**The Boldest Feat .- 
' Since Napoleon 
Crossed the Alps’ s# 
Rear-Admiral 
Melville’s Views. 


T THE congress of geogra- 

phers held a few days ago 
in St. Louis a leading 
topie of discussion was 
the extraordinary pro- 
posal that Russia’s Baltic 
fleet should proceed to the 
seat of war in the Pa- 
cifle through the Nortii- 
east passage. This idea of sending a great at- 
mada consisting of 40 modern warships through 
the Arctic ocean has not been equaled in bold- 
ness since Napoleon crossed the Alps. It ranks 
with the most striking things in military or 
naval history, and, if achieved or attempicd, it 
will arrest the attention of the civilized world 
as no other event has done in modern history. 


Aretie explorers like Peary, members of geo- 
graphical societies and naval and military offi- 
| cers assembled in St. Louis recently eagerly dis- 
cussed the question, There was some doubt as 
to the practicability of the scheme, but the bulk 
of opinion amongst these experts was that it 
would be entirely feasible. On the other han.

Rear Admiral Melville has made three voy- 
ages in the Arctic seas, the first with De Lone 
in the luckless “Jeanette,” and two subsequent 
expeditions which recovered the records of the 
“Jeanette” and the bodies of De Long and his 
companions. Indeed, he mentions his prime quali- 
fication for discussion of the subject he 
says that he prefers to “consider it solely from 
the standpoint of an Arctic explorer who, for al

These 
are great. The most formidable is that constitut- 
ed by the solid floe ice in the Arctic ocean. No 
vessel has ever yet been built capable of pushiny 
ite way through floe ice, but this obstruction 
may possibly be dodged by hugging the const 
line closely all the way. The prevailing winds 
along the coast usually have the effect of keep- 


ing a clear channel inshore. By refusing to steam 


out into the open sea, the Baltic fleet would in 


all like'ihood avoid the floe ice that so stubbornly ‘ 


bars the way when encountered.

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“To provide for all emergencies with regard to 
fuel, a squadron of colliers should accompany 
the fleet, these tenders being sufficient in num- 
ber to allow for the possible destruction of a 
fair percentage of these relatively weak vessels 
by the ice floes.

Melville suggests. The entire fleet, including war- 
ships, colliers and other craft, numbers about 40 
Under “a determined and able com- 
mander,” according to Admiral Melville, this for- 
midable fleet would stand an excellent chance of 
a successful dash along the Arctie coast line and 
through Bering strait to the Pacific ocean. As to 
the “military advisability” of such an attempt, 
Kn«sia alone must judge.

ed warships of the Baltic fleet. These known 
facts make the situation plain as a military 
proposition. While it is true that never in the 
world’s history has such a thing as is now pro- 
posed been done, it seems to be equally true that 
it ean be done by brave and capable men. Is 
Russia sufficiently daring in the present crisis 
to make the attempt? | 

Individual explorers have already shown that 
the Northeast passage can be successfully tra- 
versed. Admiral Melville says: 

“The memorable achievement of Prof. Norden- 
skjold furnishes, in large part, an answer te this 
avestion. In the ‘Vega,’ a slow steam whu'er 
of but 300 tons burden, he left Tromsoe in July, 
1878, and, late in September, put inte Kiliuchin 
bay, but little over a hundred miles from Bering 
strait, where, blocked by closely packed ice, 
he was forced to winter. His somewhat late 
start, the slow speed and low power of his ves- 
sel, and an unfavorable season combined to pre 
vent his immediate passage of the strait, since 
whalemen frequently traverse the seas near 
where he wintered for a month or more after his 
progress was stopped.

NW THE North Pacifie ocean, about one thou- 
| sand to twelve hundred miles cast-southcust 
from Hawati, somewhere between the merid- 
jans of 1338 and 138 degrees of longitude west from 
Greenwich and included within the fifteenth and 
twentieth parallels of north latitude, substantially 
ir a @irect line between the port of Hilo, on the 
Island of Hawali and the Bay of Panama, nearly 
4500 miles distant, there is a mid-ocean area cover- 
ing about two hundred miles in latitude by one 
hundred and fifty or two hundred miles in longi- 
tude, equal to thirty thousand or forty thousiond 
equare miles, from which region, during the pust 
8 years or more, from time to time. there 
come occasional reports of an island or Iislinids,
